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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 04/20/09. 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 1-6 were indicated allowable and have been amended to correct the informalities. The 
prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a gear system 
to drive an extruder having several axially parallel shafts attached to conveyor elements, driven 
shafts of the gear system being attached to the parallel shafts, driven pinions of the driven shafts 
engaging respectively with a drive wheel on a central shaft and with a hollow gear wheel, which 
has an external tooth gearing engaging with an outwardly located drive wheel provided on an 
outwardly located drive shaft as defined by the limitations of claim 1 , wherein half of the torque 
of each driven pinion is generated via the drive wheel and half via the hollow gear wheel.
